G.S.R. 354(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred under sub-section (1) of section 25 of the Cus¬ 
toms Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the Central Government 
being satisfied that it is necessary in the public interest 
so to do, hereby exempts components of fuel efficient 
light commercial motor vehicles (including compo¬ 
nents of light commercial motor vehicles in semi 
knocked down packs and completely knocked down 
packs) required for the manufacture of such fuel effi¬ 
cient light commercial motor vehicles of pay load not 
exceeding 4,003 kilograms, from—

(a) so much of the duty of customs which is 
leviable thereon under the First Schedule to 
the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 (51 of 1975)

(b) the whole of the additional duty leviable 
thereon under section 3 of the said Customs 
Tariff Act, 

subject to the following conditions, namely :— 

(i) the exemption contained in this notification 
shall be applicable only to those components 
of light commercial motor vehicles (including 
components ofligbt commercial motor vehicles 
in scmi-knockcd down packs and completely 
knocked down packs) which are covered by 
lists certified by an Officer not below the rank 
of an Industrial Adviser or Additional Indus-
